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A justice is an officer appointed by proper authority to administer justice. 


A justice is an officer appointed by proper authority to administer justice. He or she is a judicial 
officer, duly commissioned to hold court or try and decide controversies and administer the laws.” 
The word justice may properly be used interchangeably with judge,” but it is a word of broader 
signification." Thus, it is broad enough to include the judge of any court in the state.” As used in 


some statutory provisions, the term may be construed as the equivalent of a justice of the peace.” 


Justices of the quorum. 
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Justices of the quorum is a term anciently used in England to denote a select number of justices, one 


or more of whom were required to be present for the transaction of all business by other justices.’ 


Police justice. 


The term police justice is used to designate a magistrate charged exclusively with the duties 


incident to the common law office of a conservator or justice of the peace.®
